Faces a .Day of Awakening 
We stand in the 'presence of an 
awakened, nation, impatient of parti1 
san make-believe. ^The public man 
who does not realize^tbe fact and feel 
its stimulation, must be singularly un- 
susceptible to the influences that stir 
in every quarter about him.

nation has awakened to a sense of 
neglected ideals and neglected duties; 
to a consciousness that the rank and 
file of her people find life very hard 
to sustain, that her young men find 
opportunity embarrassed, and that 
her older men find business difficult 
to renew and maintain because of 
circumstances of privilege and pri- 
vate advantage which have inter-

of our present law. She has awaken- 
ed to the knowledge that she has lost 
certain cherished liberties and wasted 
priceless resources which, she had 
solemnly undertaken to hold in trust 
for posterity and for all. mankind; 
and to the conviction that she stands 
confronted with an occasion for con- 
structive statesmanship such as has 
not arisen, since the great days in 
.which her government was set up. 


Plainly, it is a new age. The tonic 


of such a time is very exhilarating. 
Jt requires self-restraint not to at- 
tempt too much/ and yet it would be

us with office and power and the guid- 
ance .of their affairs. They will wish 
to know what sort of men-we are and 
of what definite purpose; what trans- 
lation of "action and of policy we in- 
tend to give to the general terms of 
the platform which the convention at 
Baltimore put forth, should we be 
elected. 


Two Great Things Required 
The platform is not a program. A 


program must consist of measures, 
administrative acts, and acts of legis- 
lation. The proof of the pudding is 
the eating thereof. How do we in- 
tend to make it edible and digestible? 
From this time on we shall be under 
interrogation. 
How do we expect to 
handle each of the great matters that 
must be taken up by the next Con- 
gress and the next administration? 
What is there to do? It is hard to 
sum the great task up, but apparent- 
ly this is the sum of the matter. 
There are two great things to do. 
One is to set up the rule of justice 
and of right in such matters as the 
tariff, the regulation of the trusts 
and the prevention of monopoly, the 
adaption of our banking and 'cur- 
rency laws to the varied uses to 
which our people must put them, the 
treatment of those who do the-daily 
labor in our factories and mines and 
throughout all our great industrial 
and commercial undertakings, and 
the political life of the people of the 
Philinpines, for whom we hold gov- 
ernmental power in trust, for their 
service not our own. The other, the 
additional duty is the great task of 
protecting our people and our re- 
sources and of keeping open to the 
whole people the doors of opportun- 
ity through which they must, gener- 
ation by generation, pass if they are 
to make conquest of their fortunes in 
health, in freedom, in peace, and in 
contentment. In the performance of 
this second great duty we are face to 
tace with questions of conservation 
and of development, questions of for- 
ests and water powers and mines and- 
waterways, of the building of an ade- 
quate merchant marine and the open- 
ing of every highway and facility and 
the' setting up of every safeguard 
needed by a great industrious, ex- 
panding nation. 


These are all great matters upon 
which everybody should be heard. 
We have got into trouble in recent 
years chiefly because these large 
things, which ought to have been 
handled by taking counsel with as 
large a number of persons as possi- 
ble, because they touched every in- 
terest and the life of every class and 
region, have in fact been too often 
handled in private conference. They 
have been settled by very small, and 
often deliberately exclusive, groups 
ot men who undertook to speak for 
the whole nation, or, rather, for 
themselves in the terms of the whole 
nation—very honestly it may be, but 
very ignorantly sometimes, and very 
shortsightedly too—a poor substitute 
for genuine common counsel. 
No 


when you speak of yourself as a ser~, 
vant of the people; it seems to them 
like affectation or mere demagog- 
uer-y. They ask what the unthinking 
crowd knows or comprehends ol 
great complicated matters of govern- 
ment. 
They shrug their shoulders 


and lift their eyebrows when you 
speak as if you really believed in 
Presidential primaries, in the direct 
election of United-States Senators, 
and' in an utter publicity about every- 
thing 
that ' concerns 
government, 


from the sources, of campaign funds 
to the intimate debate of the highest 
affairs of state. 
Business at the Bottom of All 
They do not, or will not, compre- 
hend the solemn thing that is in your 
thought. You know as well as they 
do-that" trfere are all sorts and condi- 
tions of men—the unthinking mixed 
with the wise, the reckless with the 
prudent, the unscrupulous with the 
fair 
and honest—and you know 
what they sometimes forget, that 
every class, without exception, af- 
fords a sample of the mixture, the 
learned and the fortunate no less 
than the uneducated and- the strug- 
gling mass. But you see more than 
they do~. 
You see that these multi- 
tudes of men, mixed of eveiy kind 
'and quality, constitute somehow an 
organic and noble whole, a single 
people, and that they have interests 
which no man can privately deter- 
mine without their knowledge and 
•counsel. That is the meaning ofrep- 
i;esentative government itselt. Rep- 
resentative goyernment is nothing 
more nor less than an effort to give 
voice to this great body through 
•spokesmen, chosen out of every grade 
and class. 


You may think that I am wander- 
ing off into a general disquisition 
that has little to do with the business 
in hand; but I am not. This is busi- 
ness—business of the deepest sort. 
It. will solve our difficulties if you 
will but take it as business. 
See how it makes business out of 
the tariff question. 
The tariff ques- 
tion, as dealt with in our time at any 
rate, has not been business. It has 
been politics. 
Tariff schedules have 


been, made up for the purpose of 
keeping as large a number ,as possi- 
ble of the rich and influential manu- 
facturers of the country1 in a good 
humor with the Republican party, 
which, desired ;their constant-financial 
support. 'The tariff has become a 
system of 1 ayors, which the phraseol- 
ogy of the schedule- was" "often de- 
liberately "contrived' to coitceal. 
It 
becomes a matter of business, of le- 
gitimate business, only when the 
partnership and understanding it rep- 
resents is between the leaders ol 
Congress and the whole people of the 
United States, instead of between the 
leaders of Congress and small groups 
of manufacturers demanding special 
recognition ami consideration. 
That 
is why the general idea of represen- 
tative government becomes a neces- 
sary part of the tariff question. Who, 
when you come down to_the hard 
facts of" the matter, have been rep- 
resented in recent years when our 
tariff schedules were being discussed 
and -determined, not on the floor of 
Congress, for that is not where they 
have been determined, but in the 
committee rooms and conferences? 
That is the heart of the whole af- 
fair. 
Will you, can you, bring the 


whole people into the partnership or 
not? 
No one is discontented with 


representative government; it falls 
under question only when it ceases 
to be representative. It is at bottom 
a question of good faith and morals. 


Tariff Necessary for Revenue 
How does the present tariff look in 
the light of it? I say nothing for the 
moment about the policy of protec- 
tion, conceived and carried out as a 
disinterested statesman might con- 
ceive it. 
Our own clear conviction 
as Democrats is, that in the last 
analysis the only safe and legitimate 
object of tariff duties, as of taxes of 
every other kind, is to raise revenue 
for the support of the Government; 
but that is not my present point. We 
denounce the Payne-Aldrich tariff act 
as the most conspicuous example ever 
afforded the country of the special 
favors and monopolistic advantages 
which the leaders of the Republican 
party have so often shown themselves 
willing to extend to those to whom 
they looked for campaign contribu- 
tions. 
Tariff duties, as they have 
employed them, have not been a 
means of setting up an equitable sys- 
tem of protection. They have been, 
on the contrary, a method of foster- 
ing special privilege. 
They have 
made it easy to establish monopoly in 
our domestic markets. 
Trusts have 
owed their origin and their secure 
power to them. The economic free- 
dom of our people, our prosperity in 
trade, our untrammeled energy in 
manufacture depend upon their re- 
consideration from top to bottom in 
an entirely different spirit. 


We do not ignore the fact that the 
business of a country like oars is ex- 
ceedingly sensitive to changes in leg- 
islation of this kind. 
Jt has been 


built up, however ill-advisedly, upon 
tariff schedules written in the way 
I have indicated, and its foundations

When we act we 
should act with caution and pru- 
dence, like men who know what they 
are about, and not like those in love 
with a theory. It is obvious that the 
changes we make should be made 
only at such a rate and in such a 
way as will least interfere with the 
normal and healthful course of com- 
merce and manufacture. 
But we 
shall not on that account act with 
timidity, as if we did not know our 
own minds, for we are certain of our 
ground and , of our object. 
There 
should be an'immediate revision, and 
it shoufd be downward, unhesitating- 
ly and steadily downward. 
Trust Schedules the First 
It should be^in with the schedules 


which have been most obviously used 
to kill competition and to~raise prices 
in the United States, arbitrarily and 
without regard to the prices pertain- 
ing elsewhere in the markets of the 
world; and it should, before it is fin- 
ished or intermitted, be extended to 
every item in every schedule which 
affords any opportunity for monop- 
oly, for special advantage to limited 
groups of beneficiaries, or for subsi- 
dized control of any kind in the mar- 
kets or the enterprises of the coun- 
try; until special favors of every sort 
shall have been absolutely withdrawn 
and every part of our laws 'of taxa- 
tion shall have been transformed 
from a system ofj governmental pat- 
ronage into a system of just and rea- 
sonable charges 
which shall 
fall 


where they will create the least bur- 
den. When we shall have done that, 
we can fix questions of revenue and 
of business adjustment in a new 
spirit and with clear minds. We shall 
then be partners with all the business 
men of the country, and a day of 
freer, more stable prosperity shall 
have dawned. 


There has been no more demoraliz- 
ing influence in our politics in our 
time than the influence of tariff legis- 
lation, the influence of the idea that 
the government was the grand dis- 
penser of favors, the maker and un- 
maker of fortunes, and of opportuni- 
ties such as certain men have sought 
in order to control the movement of 
trade and industry throughout the 
:ontinent. It has made the govern- 
ment a prize to be captured and par- 
ties the means of effecting the cap- 
ture. It has made the business men 
of one of the most virile and enter- 
prising nations in the world timid, 
iretful, full of alarms; has robbed 
them of self-confidence and manly 
force, until they have cried out that 
they could do nothing without the as- 
sistance of the government at Wash- 
ington. It has made them feel that 
their lives depended upon the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House 
and the Finance Committee of the 
Senate (in these later years particu- 
larly the Finance Committee of the

_id these gentlemen get control of 
hese things? Who handed our eco- 
omic laws over to them ;for-~legisla- 
ive and contractual alteration? 
We 
have in these disclosures still another 
iew of the, tariff, still another proof 
hat, not the people of the United 
states but only a very small number 
>f them have been partners in that 
sgislation. 
Those few have learned 


;ow to control tariff legislation, and 
s they have perfected their control 
hey have consolidated their inter-. 
sts. 
Men of the same interest have 
rawn together, have united their en- 
erprises and have formed trusts; 
nd trusts can control prices. Up to 
certain point (and only up to a cer- 
ain point) great combinations effect 
•reat economies in administration, 
nd increase efficiency :by simplifying 
nd perfecting organization; 
but, 


vhether they effect.economies or not, 
hey can ver^ easily determine prices 
y intimate Agreement,- sot soon as 
hey crime to control a sufficient per- 
entage of the product in any great 
"ne of business; and we now know 
bat they do: /" -' ' 
- I am not drawing up an indictment 
gainst anybody. This is the natural 
istory of such tariffs as are now con- 
rived, as it is the natural history of 
11'other governmentalv favors 'and of 
11 licenses to- use the government "to 
help certain groups of indiyiduals 
long in life. Nobody in particular, I 
uppose, is to blame, and I am not in- 
srested just now in blaming any- 
odyvl'am simply trying to point "out 
rhat the situation te, in" order to sug- 
est what there is for us to do, if we 
rould serve the country as a whole, 
'he fact is, that ttte Trusts have been 
ormed, have gained all but complete 
ontrol 8f the larger enterprises of 
he—country, have fixed prices and 
ixed them high so that profits might 
e rolled up that were thoroughly 
worth while, and that the tariff, with 
ts artificial protections and stimula- 
ions, gave them the opportunity to 
o^these things, and has safeguarded 
hem in'that opportunity. 
Trusts a Modern Product - 
The Trusts do not belong to the 


period of infant industries. They are 
not the products of the time, that old 
aborious time, when the great "conti- 
nent we live on was undeveloped, the 
oung nation struggling to find itself 
.nd get upon its feet amidst older 
and more experienced competitors. 
They belong to a very recent and 
very sophisticated age, when men 


ew what they wanted and knew 


how to get it by the favor of the 
overnment. 
It is another chapter 


n the natural history of power and 
f "governing classes." 
The next 
chapter will set us free again. There 
will be no flavor of tragedy in it. It 
will be a chapter of readjustment, 
not of pain and rdugh disturbance, 
t will witness a turning back from 
what is abnormal to what is norinal. 
t will see a restoration of the laws 
of trade, which are the laws of com- 
petition and of unhampered oppor- 
unity, under which men of every 
>ort are set free and encouraged to 
enrich the nation.

SCHELL5BURG ATJTO SPEEDING 


Views of a Resident of the Village on 


the Subject. 


Wth the opening of the pike in 


1912 the trouble with speeding be- 
gan. We lived in a constant atmos- 
phere of dust and flurry, when it was 
not raining too hard for travel. 


The first effort thai was made for 


self-protection was when two signs 
were placed at the ends of town. 
These signs read "Borough Limit. 
Speed 15 miles. Hoffman Garage." 


The houses in Schellsburg usually 


are flush with the street; the yards 
are used generally for garden; and 
the broad, straightaway track of the 
pike is more or less of a playground 
for the children. 
Also it offeis a 


pretty stretch for speeding. 
And it 


is not advisable to mix speeding 
aufos and playing children. We can- 
not move the houses back; the chil- 
-dren will play, being children; and 
the autoist prefers to speed, being 
human. 


The signs limiting the speed to 15 


miles per hour gave the autoist three 
miles per hour to which he was not 
entitled, 12 miles being the limit, if 
we chose to enforce it. 


Now, 
let us see how much the 


autoist has,deserved at our hands. 
One afternoon we timed seventeen 
autos, one after the other. 
Two of 


them got down to the 15 mile limit 
because they saw us timing them. 
Every one of the rest (15 in all) ex- 
;eeded 20 miles, and four of them ex- 
ceeded 30 miles per hour. The two 
who came within the time were 
speeding over 20 miles when they 
saw us timing them; so they too are 
within the class which paid absolute- 
y no attention to our sign. 


Not a day passed but that one or 


more autos rushed through town at 
10 miles per hour. 
It was only a 


question of time when some one 
wouj.ii be killed. 


Farmers whose horses were hitch- 


ed at the stores while they attended 
o their purchases had barely time to 
buy, 
having to watch their horses 


jonstantly. 
An auto running 40 


miles an hour will scare a pretty 
;ood 
horse, whereas the same auto 


,t a reasonable speed will not. 


Just remember that of all the 


,utos we timed during this period be- 
ore we began arresting speeders, not 
>ne but made at least 20 miles an 
hour through what was practically a 
hildren's play ground. 


If I have made the situation clear, 


Sny sane human being- will see that 
omething had to be done. 
It was 


not a pleasant thing to have to do it, 
rat self-respect required that we stop 
his kind of dangerous lawlessness. 


On August 3, six persons werefar- 


rested. Word had been sent out that 
we would commence arresting on 
hat day. Mr. Hoffman of Bedford, 
o prevent the Borough of Schells- 
burg disgracing itself in the eyes of 
.he automobile world, at once came 
to Schellsburg and tried to get us to 
stop this proceeding; failing in which 
he had circulars printed and dis- 
tributed to travelers, and, on the 
Monday following plastered the pike 
east and west of Schellsburg with 
notices of what he politely calls our 
'speed-trap." 
It was an excellent 


advertising opportunity for Mr. Hoff- 
man, 
whose 
advertising 
instincts 


have so mixed him up with our scen- 
ery that we cannot any longer com- 
mune with nature in secret; but 
everywhere we go we must learn of 
the virtues, equipment, etc., of the 
famous garage. 


• Of the six persons arrested all were 
speeding above 18 miles per hour, 
most of them up to 25. 


In this fight the individual is a 


mere incident; and, so far as com- 
pelling obedience to the letter of the 
law is concerned, we have never at- 
tempted that 
What we are after is 


afety. 
So, after some careful tests 


and watching it has been found that, 
because 
of 
the 
broadness 
and 


straightness of the road through the 
town 18 miles per hour is a safe 
speed at which to allow autos to run. 
No one will be arrested for running 
at 
18 miles or 
under 
thiough 


Schellsburg. 
We have voluntarily 


given that six miles to the autoist; 
and with it give him our hearty wish 
that he may enjoy our gift. 
But a 


gift is a gift. 
We have given what 


we deem to be the most we can con- 
sistent with safety. 
And there the 


mattei ends. Do not go through the 
town at greater speed than 18 miles. 
You do so at peril of arrest. 


Now, 
what has been the effect of 


the advertising we have had? Even 
the vigorous action of Mr. Hoffman 
has not taught some of the public 
the value of caution. We have beeifc 
making arrests, a few of them, right 
along. 
. . 


But in general the new speed limit 


is carefully kept. Not one auto lit 
twenty now exceeds the 18 miles an 
hour, where, before we applied this 
salutary corrective of a few arrests, 
everj one of that twenty, would have 
unhesitatingly broken the law. 


So, you see, we have gained our 


point, not,by any appeal to the hu- 
manity or conscience of the motoring 
public, but by teaching it that we pro- 
pose to preserve our legal rights 


against constant, 'and, fe come cases, 
insolent invasion 


It is not a pleasant thing to have 


to record this peculiar absence of 
humanity in the motoring class. 
I 


dolft believe it was an absence. They 
simply forgot, i do know that many 
of the people who formerly came 
through Schellsburg at a dangerous 
speed have either told us or sent us 
word that they are in hearty sym- 
pathy with what we are doing. 


And don't mistake. 
We are not 


doing it for -revenue. No one but a 
fool would think that. We have vol- 
untarily crowded the limit to 18 
miles per hour so as not unnecessar- 
ily to interfere with the pleasure of 
the motoring public. 
If we were 


running wha't Mr. Hoffman calls a- 
speed trap, we would hold to our 
legal right of 12 miles. 


A Pittsburg autoist published in 


the Post a very silly article in which 
the threat is made to wipe Schells- 
burg off the auto-map. Will some- 
one whose mind works in the same 
curves as his kindly inform us what 
we have to 'gain by staying on the 
map for auto-speeders. 
Heretofore 


we have gained danger and dust. 
Perhaps the pleasure of viewing some 
of the crop of Pittsburgh speeders is 
considered to over-weigh these palpa- 
ble disadvantages.

winds, decays, returns to the soil 
from whence it came, so also with 
the hills, valleys and mountains. All 
are changing their course of con- 
struction or destruction. 
AH have 
their history embracing a beginning 
stage, one of maturity and a stage 
ot^ decadence. 
Shasta, 
a 
typical 
large volcano, is beyond the prime or 
its life, declining in maturity, and 
just, beginning to show the ravages 
of time. 
Seen from the train ,on 
the north two large cones appear 
about a mile and a half apart. The 
principal summit to the lett, the 
smaller 
2,000 feet below, called 
Shastina, in allusion to its relative 
size. 
Many other cones are visible, 


ot varying height and shape. 
The 
first two mark the principal vents 
from which burst forth the lava to 
build up" the great mass of the moun- 
tain. 


Zones 
Those who are interested in the 
animal life and the floral growth of a 
region soon learn that with altitude 
a change of life is seen. Much simi- 
larity indeed is there 'between the 
belts of life that surround the earth 
and those that surround a peak. 
The nearer the equator at sea level, 
the more tropical the plants, so is it 
with the base of a high mountain, 
while the regions of the frigid zone 
are in like manner similar to the up- 
j>,er slopes of a snow-capped moun- 
tain. The zones north or the equa- 
tor are three in number, while for 
convenience, those from the base of 
Shasta to its summit are five. The 
.first or lower zone, known as Shasta 
Valley, is about 25 miles long and 
ten miles widev Many volcanic buttes 
stud it, especially toward the north. 
Its altitude rises to 4,000 feet, and 
includes a - great stretch of country 
with a climate not unliKe our own. 
The reader may imagine our party of

.Here at one time lived the mountain 
lion that *made^raising hogs, cattle 
and colts almost an impossibility in 
tne Shasta Valley, the ranchmen sel- 
dom seeing especially the* colts 
which were killed and devoured soon 
alter birth. 
Birds resembling klll- 
' deers were also seen. 
/ 


The Transition zone plunged the 
Ijarty into a bewildering underbrush 
of almost impassable Green Manzan- 
ita. 
We were now in the area that 


from the' starting point at Hotel 
Coronado, appeared to be velvety 
with inviting pastures, but how de- 
ceptive. 
These meadows of "green 
.grass were, in the language of the 
westerner the "devil's acres" of a 
shrub of such height and rigidity ot 


i^bramches. -as ".to .convince the traveleii 
that th'e bed of a stream would be a 
JCar ..better' course of travel. 
In this 
-chaparral of Manzanita, Snow Bush 
and Buck Rush were safe retreats 
lor black bears, wild cats, deer and 


t raccoon while elk and black-tailed 
deer found shelter here on certain" 
sides of the mountain. 
This zone 


•extending to an attitude of 5,500 feet 
.gave growth to various kinds of 
-trees. After forcing our way through 
the 
shrubby barriers 
along 
the 
^stream for an hour or two torme'd a 
shelter for a lunch. All were cover- 
ed with perspiration but no one suf- 
iered more than a few scratches ironi 
the six miles journey. Light hearted 
and full of inspiration the second six 
-miles were begun. One ot*the toot- 
hills had hidden the peak from view 
for some time and when it reappear- 
ed a storm was raging round the 
summit. 
The guide expressed his 
delight that we were not there at 
that time, but regretted somewhat 
the event as the few exposed rocks 
were now covered with snow and to 
what depth we knew not; this would 
make-the climb more hazaidous. The 
mountain now seemed taller than 
ever. 
Blue-eyed grass, wild roses 
and larkspurs were tound at inter- 
vals. 
Tiger lilies grew here and 


there but sweetest of all the fra- 
grance 'came trom beautiful white 
lilies named by the guide the Shasta 
Lily, and although we knew not the 
proper name, and having no botani- 
"cal classification along have adopted 
the name with the advice of the well 
known authority on plants, Julia E. 
Rogers, Director of the Nature Club 
of America. 
This may also have 


been the Washington Lily, but what- 
ever it was, its fragrance saturated 
the air with a richness that could 
not be passed without a remark of 
credit to these acres of beauties that 
do honor alone "to the stately pines 
that gaze upon them". 
Yellow pines 


and smooth barked Incense Cedars 
bounded the trail that now knew less 
of the dense Manzanita. White Firs 
and Knobcone Pines grew sparingly 
here and there, the latter the favor- 
ite haunt of the woodpeckers. The 
trail was growing steeper, and our 


party parted, perhaps unwisely, 
companion Hoover and 
the 


confined to the upper parts- of the 
tree, and the,cones they carry are 
the longest known, frequently at- 
taining a foot and a half p.nd some- 
times even two feet. 
Thousands of 
these beautiful cones lay about on 
the needle covered ground.

Taxt of the Lesson,* Mark v, 21-43. 


Memory Verses, 41, 42—Golden Text, 
Mark v, 41—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
At the request of the people of Ga- 


dara He left their coasts and recrossed 
the sea to His own city, Capernaum, 
and the people received Him gladly, 
fof they were all waiting for Him 
There are many places today, chiefly 
in so called Christendom, where He is 
not wanted as the opposer of Satan 
and his wiles, for much that Is called 
church work and much preaching is 
really not for Christ but against Him, 
while there, are many others longing 
to hear of Him. I have just read of 
one* valley in Mr. Beauchamp's terri- 
tory in China where a thousand peo- 
ple are crying loudly for a teacher 
and many leading families have put 
away their idols. May .the Lord direct 
us to the open doors and make us will- 
ing and obedient 
Trouble comes to 


the rich as well as theTxoor, the devil 
Is the oppressor of all classes, and in 
this lesson we see a rich man, a ruler, 
and a poor woman, both in great trou- 
ble; a little girl twelve years develop- 
ing and a poor woman twelve years 
growing weaker and both seemingly 
in hopeless condition as far as this 
liffr goes. Both find deliverance at the 
feet of Jesus. Jairus. the ruler of the 
synagogue, fell at His feet and be- 
sought Him greatly for his only daugh- 
ter, who was at the point i of death, 
that He would come and lay His hands 
on her and heal her. The sick woman 
had spent all her living upon physi- 
cians, had suffered much and was noth- 
ing bettered, but rather grew worse 
She had such faith in Him'," no doubt 
by hearing of His wondrous works, 
that she believed if she could only 
touch the hem of His garment she 
•would be healed. 
Jesus arose to go 


with Jairus, His disciples followed, and 
much people thronged Him. It was in 
this throng that the sick woman came 
and succeeded in touching the border 
of His garment and was immediately 
healed 
Jesus, knowing that some one 


had believingly touched Him, turned 
Him about and said, "Who touched 
my clothes?" Peter and the other dis- 
ciples said in surprise, "Master, the 
multitude throng and press thee." But 
He insisted that some one had touched 
Him in a special manner and'that vir- 
tue had gone out of Him. It is just so 
still—many meet to worship Him, but 
few touch Him, as this woman did 
Many know about Him, but compara- 
tively few know Him in the sense of 
receiving power from Him for them- 
selves or others 


When the woman saw that what she 


bad done was known to Him she fell 
down before Him and declared nnto 
Sim before all the people why she 
had touched Him and how she was 
healed immediately (Luke viii, 47> This 
is what He wanted, that He might do 
more for her than she bad expected 
She had already received what she 
came for and expected, but He loves 
to do exceeding abundantly above all 
we can ask or think (Eph. iii, 20). She 
bad no thought that He would speak 
to her personally, much less call her 
daughter She could never forget those 
words from His lips, "Daughter, be of 
good comfort: thy faith hath made thee 
whole: go in peace" (verse 34; Luke 
viii, 48; Matt, ix, 22) 
This "good com 


fort" is just His "good cheer" of Matt 
Ix, 2, xiv, 27; John xvi, 33 
Had she 


not publicly" confessed her healing by 
His power she would not only have 
missed this special blessing, but would 
have occasion to upbraid herself be- 
cause she had not done so. There is 
much blessing in obeying (Rom. x. 9), 
"If thou sbalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus" 
In last lesson the 


healed demoniac was sent home to tell 
his friends how,great things the Lord 
had done for him, and the command 
stands to "declare His doings among 
the people" (Isa. xii. 4) 


What about the anxious father all 


this time and the only daughter, whom 
he left dying? The incident we have 
been dwelling upon probably took much 
less time than we have taken to write 
It, but there are times when minutes 
seem very long, and it may have been 
so with Jairus. But God Is never too 
late. Though He tarry, we must wait 
for Him and De patient (Heb. x. 36, 
37; Hab. ii, 3, 4). While He still talk- 
ed to the woman tidings came from 
the ruler's house that the little girl 
was dead, which as soon aa Jesus 
heard He said to Jairus, "Be not afraid, 
only believe" (verse 36). Reaching the 
house. He.said to the walling people: 
"Why make ye this ado? The damsel 
la not dead, but'sleepeth " And, tak- 
ing only Peter, James and John and 
the little maid's father and mother 
(Luke viii, 52), He went in where she 
was and took her hand and said. 
"Damsel, 'I say unto thee. Arise/' Im- 
mediately she arose and walked, and 
He commanded that something should 
l>e given her to eat (43). There was 
no further laughing to scorn (40). but 
a great astonishment, for they bad 
never seen any thing like, this. This 
manner of man was not ordinary, a 
man full of compassion for all sick and 
suffering and with the power to heal 
the' otherwise incurable and to rais£ 
tlje 'dead—truly a man mad as truly 
God, new our great EHgh'Priesf at the 
jrlifht hand of the* Father, knowing as. 
taring as, casing for n» and stilt'say-. 
Ing the same words. "Be of good 
Aider," "Be not afraid, only believe."

I am not one of those who think 
that competition can be established 
by law against the drift of a world- 
wide economic tendency; neither am 
I one of those wlio believe that busi- 
ness done upon a great scale by a 
single organization—-call it corpora- 
tion, or .what you will— is necessar- 
ily dangerous to the liberties, even the 
economic liberties, of a great people 
like our own, full of intelligence and 


- of . indomitable energy. 
I am not' 


- afraid of,anything that is normal. I 
dare say we shall never return to the 
'old order of individual competition, 
and that the organization of business 


- upon a great scale of co-operation is, 
up to a certain point, itself normal 
and inevitable. 
Power .in .the nands of great busi- 
ness men-does not make me appre- 
hensive, unless it springs out of ad- 
vantages which they have not created 
for themselves. Big business is not 
dangerous, because it is .big, but be- 
cause itj> bij^ness is" an! jinwholesoine 
inflation created by privileges and ex- 
emptions which it oughf not to en- 
joy. 
While competition cannot be 
created by statutory enactment, it 
can in large .measure be revived by 
changing the' laws and forbidding the 
practices that killed it, and" by enact- 
ing laws that will give it heart and 
occasion again. 
We can arrest''and 
prevent monopoly. It has assumed 
new shapes and adopted new process- 
es in our time, but these are now be- 
ing disclosed and can 'be dealt witlu 


- ' 
Must Strike at Monopoly 
The. general terms of the present 
Federal Anti-Trust law, forbidding 
"combinations in restraint of trade," 
-hav.e _ apparently proved ineffectual. 
Trusts have grown up under its ban 
very luxuriantly, and have pursued 
the methods by which so many of 
them have established virtual mo- 
nopolies without serious *let or hin- 
drance. It has roared against them 
like any sucking dove. I am not as- 
sessing the responsibility, I am mere- 
ly stating the fact. But the means 
and methods by which Trusts have 
established monopolies have now be- 
come known. It will be necessary to 
supplement the present law with 
such laws, both civil and criminal, as 
will effectually punish and prevent 
those methods, adding such other 
laws as may be necessary to provide 
suitable and adequate judicial pro- 
cesses, whether civil or criminal, to 
disclose them and follow them to final 
verdict and judgment. They must be 
specifically and directly met by law 
as they develop. 
But the problem and the difficulty 
are much greater than, that. There 
are not merely great Trusts and com- 
binations which are to be controlled 
and deprived of their power to create 
monopolies and destroy rivals; there 
is something bigger still than they 
are and more subtle, more evasive, 
more difficult to deal with. 
There 
are vast confederacies (as I may per- 
haps call them for the sake of con- 
venience) of banks, railways, express 
companies, 
insurance 
companies, 
manufacturing corporations, mining 
corporations, power and development 
companies and all the rest of the 
^circle, bound together , by the fact 
7that the ownership of their stock and 
the members of their boards of direc- 
tors are controlled and determined 
by comparatively small and closely 
interrelated groups of persons, who, 
by their informal confederacy, may 
control, if they please and when they 
will, both credit and 
enterprise. 
There is nothing illegal about these 
confederacies, so far as I can per- 
ceive. 
They have come about very 
naturally, generally without plan or 
deliberation, rather 
because there 


was so much money to be invested 
and it was in the hands, at great 
financial centres, of men acquainted 
with one another and intimately as- 
sociated in business, than because 
any one had conceived and was car- 
rying out a plan of general control; 
but they are none the less potent a 
force in our economic and financial 
system on that account. They are 
part of our problem. Their very ex- 
istence gives rise to the suspicion of j 
a "money Trust," a concentration of 
the control of credit which may at 
any time become infinitely danger- 
ous to free enterprise. If such a con- 
centration and control does not actu- 
ally exist, it is evident that it can 
easily be set up and used at will. 
Laws must be devised which, will pre- 
vent this, if laws can be worked out 
by fair and free counsel that will ac- 
complish that result without destroy- 
ing or seriously embarrassing any 
sound or legitimate business under- 
taking or necessary and wholesome 
arrangement. 


Business Men Arc Awakening 
Let roe say again that what we 


are seeking is not destruction of any 
kind, nor the disruption of any sound 
or honest thing, but merely the rule 
of right and of the common ad- 
vantage. I am happy to say that a 
new spirit has begun to show itself 
in the last year or two among Influ- 
ential men of business, and, what is 


perhaps even more significant, among 
the lawyers who are their expert ad- 
visers; and that this spirit has dis- 
played itself very notably in the last 
few months in an effort to return, in 
some degree at any rate, to the prac- 
tices of genuine competition. 
Only 
a "very little while ago our men of 
business were'- united in resisting 
every proposal of change and re- 
form as an attack on business, an 
embarrassment to all large enter- 
prise, an^intimation that settled ideas 
of property "were to be sel aside and 
aanew_ and strange order of things 
created put of hand. 
While they 
thought in that way progress deemed 
impossible without hot contest and a 
bitter clash between interests, almost 
a war of class. 
Common counsel 
seemed all but hopeless, 
because 
some of the chief parties'in interest 
"would not take part—seemed even to 
resent discussion as a manifestation 
of hostility toward themselves. They, 
talked constantly about vested inter- 
ests and were very hot. 
It is a happy omen that their atti- 
tude has changed. 
They see that 
what is right can hurt no man ;> that 
a new adjustment of interests is in- 
evitable and desirable, is in the 
interest- of everybody; that their 
own 
honor, 
their 
own 
intelli- 
gence, vtheir own practical com- 
prehension of affairs is involved. 
They are beginning to adjust their 
business to the new standards. Their 
hand is no longer against the nation; 
they_are a part of it,'their interests 
are bound up with its interests. This 
is not true of all of them, but it is 
true of enough of them to show what 
the new age is to be, and how the 
anxieties of statesmen are to be 
eased, if the light that is dawning 
broadens into .day. l 


Rule of Bight for Labor 
If I am right about this, it is going 
to be easier to act in accordance with 
the rule of right and justice in deal- 
ing with the labor question. The so- 
called labor question is a question 
only because we have not yet found 
the rule of right in adjusting the in- 
terests of labor and capital. 
The 
welfare, -the happiness, the energy 
and spirit of the men and women who 
do the daily work in our mines and 
factories, on |Our railroads, in our 
offices - and marts of trade, on ;pur 
farms and on the sea, 'is' of the es- 
sence of our national life. There can 
be nothing wholesome unless their life 
is Vholesonae; there can be no con- 
tentment unless they are contented. 
Their physical welfare affects the 
soundness of the whole nation. We 
shall never get very Jar in' the settle- 
ment of these vital matters ,so long 
as we regard everything done for the 
working man, by law or by private 
agreement, as a concession yielded 
to keep him fr6in agitation and a dis- 
turbance of our peace. Here, again, 
the sense of universal partnership 
must come into play if we are to act 
like statesmen, as those who serve, 
not a class, but a nation.' 


The working people of America— 


if they must be distinguished from 
the minority that constitutes the rest 
of it—are, of course, the backbone of 
the nation. 
No law that safeguards 
-their life, that improves the physical 
and moral conditions under which 
they live, thatjtnakes their hours of 
labor rational and tolerable, that 
gives them freedom to act in their 
own interest, and that protects them 
where they cannot protect them- 
selves, can properly be regarded as 
class legislation or as anything but 
as a measure taken in the interest of 
•the whole people, whose partnership 
in right action we are trying to es- 
tablish and make real and practical. 
It is in this spirit that we shall act if 
we are genuine spokesmen of the 
whole country. 


Many Conferences on Banking 
As our program is disclosed—for 
no man can forecast it ready-made 
and before counsel is taken of every 
one concerned—this 
must be its 
measure and standard, the interest of 
all concerned. For example, in deal- 
ing with the complicated and difficult 
question of the reform of our bank- 
ing and currency laws, it is plain that 
we ought to consult very many per- 
sons besides the bankers, not because 
we distrust the bankers, but because 
they do not necessarily comprehend 
the business of the country, notwith- 
standing they are indispensable ser- 
vants of it and may do a vast deal to 
make it hard or easy. No mere bank- 
ers' plan will meet the requirements 
no matter how honestly conceived. It 
should be a merchants' and farmers' 
plan as well, elastic in the hands of 
those who use it as an indispensable 
part of their daily business. 
I do 


not know enough about this subject 
to be dogmatic about it, I know only 
enough to 'be sure what the partner- 
ships in it should be, and that the 
control exercised over any system 
we may set up_should be, so far as 
possible, a cdtftrol emanating, not 
from a single special class, but from 
the general body and au-thority of the 
nation itself. 


In dealing with the Philippines, we 
should not allow ourselves to stand 
upon any mere point of pride, as if, 
in order to keep our countenance in 
in the family of nations, it were 
necessary for us to make the same 
blunders of selfishness that other na- 
tions have made. 
We are not the 
owners of the Philippine Islands. 
We hold them in trust for the people 
who live in them. They are theirs, 
for the uses of their life. 
We are 


not even their partners. 
It is our 


duty, as trustees, to make whatever 
arrangement of government will be 
most serviceable to their freedom 
and development. 
Here, again, we 


are to set up the rule of justice and 
of right. 


Publicity in All Matters 


The rule of the people is no idle 
phrase, those who believe in it, as 
who does not that has caught the 
real spirit of America? believe that 
there can be no rule of rigttt without 
it; that right in politics is made up 
of the interests of everybody, and 
everybody should take part in the ac- 
tion that Is to determine it. 
We 
have been keen for Presidential pri- 
maries and the direct election of 
United States Senators, because we 
wanted the action of the Government 
to be determined by persons whom 
the people had actually designated 
as men whom they were ready to 
trust and follow. We have been anx- 
ious that all. campaign contributions 
and expenditures should he disclosed 
to the public in fullest detail, be-'

cause we regarded the influences 
which govern campaigns 'to be as 
much a part of the people's business 
as anything else connected with th'eir 
government. 
We are working to- 
wards a very definite object, the uni- 
versal partnership in public affairs 
upon which the purity of politics atid 
its aim and spirit depend. 
For there is much for the partners 


to undertake. 
In the affairs ot\ a. 
great nation we plan and labor, not 
for the present only, but for the lon'g 
future as well. There are great tasks 
of protection and conseVvation and 
development to which we have to ad- 
dress ourselves. 
Government has 
much more to do than merely to 
right wrongs and set the house" in 
order. 


I do not know any greater* ques- 
tion than that of conservation. We 
have been a spendthrift nation > 
must now husband what we have 
left. 
We must do more than that 
We must develop, as well as pre- 
serve, our water powers and must 
add great waterways to the transpor- 
tation facilities of the nation, to sup- 
plement the railways within our "bor- 
ders as well as upon the Isthmus. 
We must revive our merchant ma- 
rine, too, and fill the seas again with 
our own fleets. We 'must add to our 
present postoffice service a parcels 
post as complete as that of any other 
nation. We must look to the health 
of our people upon every hand, as 
well as hearten them with justice 
and opportunity. 
This is the con- 
structive \rork of government. This 
is the policy that has a vision and, a 
hope and 'that looks to serve man- 
kind. 


Policy to Be Progressive 
There are many sides to these 
great^matters. Conservation is easy 
to generalize about, but hard, to par- 
ticularize about wisely. Reservation 
is not the whole of conservation. The 
development of great states must nol 
be stayed indefinitely to await a pol- 
icy .,by which our forests and water 
powers can prudently be made use 
of. 
sUse and development must go 


hand in hand. 
The policy we adopi 


must be progressive, not negative, 
merely, as if we did not know whai 
to do. 


With regard to the development ot 
greater and more numerous water- 
ways and the building up of a mer-> 
chant marine, we must follow great 
constructive lines and not fall back 
upon the cheap device of bounties 
and subsidies. 
In the case of the 
Mississippi River, that great centra 
artery of our trade, it is plain that 
the Federal Government must build 
and maintain the levees and keep the 
great waters in harness for the gen- 
eral use. ' It is plain, too, that vast 
sums of money must be spent to de- 
velop new waterways where trade 
will be most served and transporta- 
tion most readily cheapened by them. 
Such expenditures are no largess on 
the part of the Government; they are 
national investments. 


The question of a merchant ma- 
rine turns back to the«*tariff again, 
to which all roads seem to lead, and 
,to our registry laws, which, if cou- 
pled with the tariff, might almost be 
supposed to have been intended to 
take the American flag off the seas. 
Bounties are not necessary, if you 
will but undo some of the things that 
have been done. 
Without a great 


merchant marine we cannot take our 
rightful place in the commerce of the 
world. Merchants who must depend 
upon the carriers of rival mercantile 
nations to carry their goods to mar- 
ket are at a disadvantage in interna- 
tional trade too manifest to need to 
be pointed out; and our merchants 
will not long suffer themselves— 
ought not to suffer themselves—to 
be placed at such a disadvantage. 
Our Industries have expanded to such 
a point that they will burst their 
jackets, if they cannot find a free 
outlet to the markets of the world; 
and they cannot find such an outlet 
unless they be given ships of their 
own to carry their goods—ships that 
will go the routes they want them to 
go—and 
prefer the 
interests of 


America in their sailing orders and 
their equipment. Our domestic mar- 
kets no longer suffice. 
We need for- 
eign markets. That is another force 
that is going to break the tariff down. 
The tariff was once a bulwark; now 
it is a dam. For trade is reciprocal; 
we cannot sell unless we also buy. 


Canal Meant for Real Trade 


The very fact that we have at last 


taken the Panama Canal seriously in 
hand and are vigorously pushing it 
toward completion is eloquent of our 
re-awakened interest iri international 
trade. We are not building the canal 
and pouring out millions upon mil- 
lions of money upon its construction 
merely to establish a water connec- 
tion between the two coasts of the 
continent, important and desirable as 
that may be, particularly from the 
point of view of naval defense. It is 
meant to be a great international 
highway. It would be a little ridicu- 
lous if we should build it and then 
have no ships to send through it. 
There have been years when not a 
single ton of freight passed through 
the great Suez Canal in an American 
bottom, so empty are the seas of our 
ships and seamen. 
We must mean 


to put an end to that kind of thing 
or we would not be cutting a new 
canal at our very doors merely for 
the use of our men-of-war. We shall 
not manage the revival by the mere 
paltry device of tolls. 
We must 


build and buy ships in competition 
with the world. 
We can do it if we 


will but give ourselves leave. 


There is another duty which the 


Democratic party has shown itself 
great enough and 'close enough to 
the people to perceive, the duty of 
government to share in promoting 
agriculture, 
industrial, vocational 


education 
in every 
way 
possible 


within its constitutional powers. No 
other platfotm has given this intimate 
vision of a party's duty. The nation 
cannot enjoy its deserved supremacy 
in the markets and enterprises of the 
world unless its people are given the 
ease and~etfectiveness that come only 
with knowledge and training. Edu- 
cation is part of the "great task of 
conservation, part of the task of re- 
newal and of perfected power. 


We have set ourselves a great pro- 
gram, and R will be a great party 
that carries it out. 
It must be a 
party without entangling alliances 
with any special interest • whatever. 
It must have the spirit and the point 
of view of the new age. 
Men are 
turning away from the Republican 
party, as organized under its old 
leaders, because they found 'that it 
was not free, that it was entangled; 
and .they^are turning to us because 
they deem us free to serve them. 
They are immensely interested, as 
we'are, as every man who reads the 
signs of the time and feels the spirit 
of the new age is, in the new pro- 
gram. It is solidly based on the facts 
of our national life; its items are 
items of present business; it is what 
every man should wish to see done 
who wishes to see our present dis- 
tempers made an end of and our old 
free, co-operative life restored. 
Campaign for Public's Good 


We should go into this campaign 


confident of only one thing,—confi- 
dent of what we want to do if in- 
trusted with the government. It is 
not a partisan fight we are entering 
upon. We are happily excused from 
personal attacks upon opponents and 
from all general indictments against 
the men opposed to us. 
The facts 
are patent to everybody; we do not 
have to prjove them; the more frank 
among our opponents admit them. 
Our thinking must be constructive 
from start to finish. We must show 
that we understand the problems that 
confront us, and that we are soberly 
minded to deal with them, applying 
to them, not nostrums and notions, 
but hard sense and good courage. 


A Presidential campaign may eas- 
ily degenerate into a mere personal 
contest and so lose its real dignity 
and significance. 
There is no indis- 
pensable man. The government will 
not collapse and go to pieces if any 
one of the gentlemen who are seekT 
ing to be entrusted with its guidance 
should be left at home. But men are 
instruments. 
We are as important 
as the cause we represent, and" in 
order ' to be important must really 
represent a, t cause. ' What is our 
cause? TJie^'people's cause? That is 
easy to sa$, .but what does it mean? 
The common'as against any particu- 
lar interest whatever? Yes, but that, 
too, needs translation into acts and 
policies, 
_ We represent the desire to 
set up an untangled government, a 
government that cannot be used for 
private purposes, either in the field 
of business or in the field of politics; 
a government that will not tolerate 
the use of the organization of a great 
party to serve the personal aims a»d 
ambitions of any individual, and that 
will not Hermit legislation to be em- 
ployed to further any "private inter- 
est. 
It is a great conception, but I 
am free to serve it, as you also are. 
I could not have accepted a nomina- 
tion which left me bound to any man 
or any group of men. No man can 
be just who is not free; and no man 
who has to show favors ought to 
undertake the solemn responsibility 
of government in any rank or post 
whatever, least of all in the supreme 
post of President 
of the United 
States. 


To be free is not necessarily to be 
wise. But wisdom comes with coun- 
sel, with the frank and free confer- 
ence of untrammeled men united in 
the common interest. 
Should I be 
entrusted with the great office^ of 
President, I would seek counsel wher- 
ever it could be had upon free terms. 
I know the temper of the country 
that lay back of that convention and 
spoke through it. I heed with deep 
thankfulness the message you bring 
me from it. 
I feel that I am sur- 


rounded by men whose principles and 
ambitions are those of true servants 
of the people. I thank God and take 
courage.
